Referring particularly to his own 
differences with leaders of his party, 
Senator Brookhart said that al- 
though he had been nominated “hy 
200,000 republicans, without a ma- 
chine and without money,” and was 
“opposed by Wall street money and 
by the president’s power,” his nomi- 


sailed “the autocratic powers of. the 


supreme court” in the case of D 
Scott decision; that Roosevelt assailed 
the “‘malefactors of great wealth” and 
that Kenyon organized the farm bloc 
for ‘economic freedom and equality of 
the farmers and common people.”

Mobile Mayor Speaks. 


Addressing the session on general 
Pan-American and world relations 
Friday morning, Mayor Hartwell de- 
tailed to members of the congress the 
port development on the Gulf of 
Mexico. He extended Alabama’s wel- 
come to the commercial and diplo- 
matic reprdgentatives of Latin-Amer- 
ica and told\ them of the desire of 
that state to know better in relations 
of friendship as well as commence the 
peoples of the sister republics. 

The Mobile mayor, by way of 
opening his address, said: “It is fit- 
ting that this congress has selected 
Atlanta for its convention, for it is 
the place where the activities of the 
east and the progress of the west 
meets the spirit of the south. In 
fact, Atlanta is the capital of our 
commercial southland. 

“Eleven years ago the southern 
commercial congress met at Mobile,” 
said Mr. Hartwell. “Then and there 
was the doctrine proclaimed which 
gave a new heart, a new mind and 
a new spirit to this western hemi- 
sphere of ours. The words of Amer- 
cas mest highly distinguished and 
respected citizen, Woodrow Wilson, 
spoken at that time ‘Never again shall 
the United States seek to acquire ad- 
ditional territory by conquest’ remov- 
ed at a breath all elements of doubt 
and distrust. At Mobile then, the 
Pan-American body was given its liv- 
ing sou. . 

Unique Memorial. 

“On October 18, Mobile will unveil 
a tavlet of enduring bronze as a 
memorial of that declaration of Pan- 
American unity of purpose under sep- 
arate and independent national gov- 
ernments. In the final analysis, to 
be a real red-blooded American. one 
must be Pan-American in hopes, as- 
piratious and ideals. 

“Tne inducements which Latin- 
America offers to the American may. 
ufacturcrs and exporters are unusual- 
ly attractive. Its geographical situ- 
ation, its diversity of climate, pconle 
and products, the generally  unde- 
veloped condition of its industries. al} 
mark it as a particular field in which 
our merchants will do wll toward a 
concerted effort for the extension of 
this foreign trade. 

“Mobile must be considered an im- 
portant factor in the foreign trade of 
the United States with Latin-Amer- 
ican countries, both by reason of its 
location and because of the present 
and prospective facilities for  han- 
dling world commerce in a large way. 

Alabama’s State Port. 

“Alabama is creating at Mobile a 
system of state-owned port terminals 
that will not have a superior on this 
hemisphere for safety of ships and 
cargoes, ease of access by land and 
water, and economical handling of 
commerce,” 

Mr. Hartwell paid tribute to Fred- 
erick I. Thompson, of Mobile, for his 
part as a commissioner of the United 
States shipping board in helping the 
development of southern ports, espe- 
cially Mobile. He also called atten- 
tion to the fact that Birmingham by 
virtue of the recent Pittsburg plus 
decision would be able now to ship 
steel and iron to Mobile and yet have 
it sent to a foreign country at a price 
less than at Pittsburg. 

The speaker filed a resolution pro- 
posing that the congress encourage an 
international organization for provid- 
ing financial credit to students and 
colleges along the farm loan credit 
system, so that the people of ali na- 
tions would better understand the 
needs of a neighboring nation and re- 
lations with each other. 

McLendon Speaks. 

Secretary of State of Georgia 8S. G. 
McLendon, speaking from the wheel- 
chair to which he has been invalided 
for many years, urged support of his 
plan to call‘a world’s fair and mari- 
time exposition at Savannah, Ga., in 
commemoration of the 100th anniver- 
sary of the first successful navigation 
of a ship by steam.

A “dry” sleuth admitted he con- 
sumed a half-pint of liquor while ob- 
taining evidence over a period of a 
few hours. , 

A traveling salesman charged that 
the “dry” sleuth had ingratiated him- 
self into a state of complete conti- 
dence and that this confidence had 
been hurled upon the altar of at- 
tempted prohibition enforcement. 

The “dry” agent admitted that he 
misrepresented his real status in ob- 
taining evidence against the bellheps. 

Four bellhops denied that they sup- 
plied liquor to the dry agent, each 
one claiming that the agent and the 
salesman were both under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the specified time. 

live bellhops were held under bond 
for the federal grand jury. 

The hearing before Commissioner 
Abbott was the first result of a drive 
by prohibition agents against alleged 
liquor-selling by negro employees of 
Atlanta hotels.
